And ſhall allo loſe and fozfaite to yourhighnes 
and to your (aide heires; as well au mantt ſuche eſtates of iteeholde and 
intereues, foz peres ot landes and xentes, and all their gooddes, cattals, 
and dehtes, whiche they had at the tume of cõuiction oz attendze ofatip 
ſuche offence. Sauing alwaies ta euer perſon and perlons, and bodies 
polititze to ther heixea, aſlignes, and ſucceſſouts and cuety ofthem, other 
then luch perſons as ſhalbe lo conuictʒ; ud their heites and lucteſſours, 
and all other clauuyng ta theu vſes: nl ſuch tight, title, vle. intereſt, pol# 
leſſion, condicion, xentes, tees, oſſiteg; annuitets, and tommunes, whiche 
they oꝛ any of them ſhal happen to haue, m, to, oꝛ vpon any ſuch manours 
landes, tenementes, rentes, annuitusoꝛ hexeditamt̃tes, that ſhal ſo hap⸗
